Deport of the Credentials Committee. 

This is a petition under Ch. X of the Rules of Procedure 
and Standing Orders of the Constituent Assembly of India, 
presented by Shri Satya Dev of Bushahri, District Mahasu. 
Himachal Pradesh, for setting aside the election of the 
Respondent, Dr. Y. S. Parmar of Nuhan, District Sirmoor, 
as the representative of Himachal Pradesh in (he Consti- 
tuent Assembly. 

Himachal Pradesh was constituted ,,s a province o' 
India on the Merger of 21 States comprising Chamba, 
Mandi, Suket, Sirmoor and the followbng 17 Stales in 
Simla Hills • —

(2) Baghal; 

(3) B achat : 

(4) Boleau ; 

(5) Bhajji; 

(6) Bija; 

(7) Darltoti:

The Merger was duyl notified in the Gazette of India of 
the 9th of March 1048, and the new Province came into 
existence on the 15th of April 1948 as a centrally adminis- 
tered area under a Chief Commissioner. For administra- 
tive purposes the Province was divided into four Dis- 
tricts : 


(i) Chninba District ior the territory which was known 

as Chamba iBtate before the Merger; 

(ii) Mandi District (with headquarters at Mandi) for 

the territories which were included in Mandi 
and Suket States; 

(iii) Sirmoor District (with headquarters at Nahan) for 
the area of the pie- Merger Sirmoor State; 

(i\) Mahasu District for the territories which were 
formerly included in the 17 $im]u Hill States- 
aforesaid. 


In view of the changes that hud taken place in the consti-A 
tutional and administrative position of several Indian 
States, including the States which now form part of 
province of Himachal Pradesh, the President of the Co 
Blent Assembly issued Notification No. CA/48-Ser./48-I 
on the 2nd of August 1948, framing Rules for filling vacan- 
cies in the seats in the Constituent Assembly which had 
been allotted to these States. Rule 4(2) provided, inter 
alia, that in the States where no legislature existed, the 
vacancy would be filled by the members of an Electoral 
College constituted in accordance with the provisions made 
in this behalf by the authority speoified in column 3 of 
Part II of the Annexure, In these Rules and the Annexure, 
om seat was allotted to the Himaohal Pradesh and the 
Chief Commissioner of the province was speoified as the 
authority who was to make provision for the constitution 
of the Eleotoral College. 


On the 7th of August 1948, the President of the Consti- 
tuent Assembly addressed a letter to the Chief Commissioner, 
Himachal Pradesh, requesting him to proceed to fill the 
vacancy in the Himachal Pradesh by election to be held 
m accordance with the provisions of Para. 4(2) of the 
Schedule and fixing the 80th of September 1948 as the 
limits befor© which th© ©lection w&© to b© completed-

In exercise of the powers conferred on him bv Rule 4(2) 
of the Constituent Assembly Rules, as amended oy Noti- 
ic.it mil No. ( A /43/Bei / 18-1 , to vvfroli refer, nee has al read v 
been made, the Chief Commissioner on the 1st ,f 
September 1048. issued Notification No. 0-97/11/48 real, 
mg prov.s. 0,1 for electing a representative of the province 
to the (constituent Assembly, as follows: — 

‘An Eleotoral Col lego consisting of not more than 24 
members will be formed for the Himachd 
I radesb consisting of not more than six members 
rom each district. 'I'hose members will be no- 
minated by those political parties, m each die- 
tnct which have been in existence for not less 

T , h0 nUmb€r of “embers to be 
nominate!} by each party will be such ns may 
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hereafter be determined provided that the num- 
ber to be nominated by any party in any one 
district shall not exceed three. These nomina- 
tions will be forwarded under the signatures of 
the President and the Secretary of the party 
to the Deputy Commissioner of the District 
not later than the \5th of September 1948. The 
members of the Electoral College so formed 
will be called upon to meet at Simla, not later 
than the 2&th September 1048. and to elect 
either from amongst their own number or fiom 
outside a representative to the Constituent 
Assembly and the name of the representative 
so elected will be forwsrdod to the President of 
the Constituent Assembly before the 80th 
September 1948 ” 

It appears that before the issue of this notification, the 
Chief Commissioner had been making inquiries, through 
the Deputy Commissioners of the four districts in the pro- 
vince, about the political parties which bad been in exis- 
tence for over two years in each district. The replies receiv- 
ed from the Deputy Commissioners disclosed that there 
was no well-organised party of requisite standing in any 
district save and except the Congress Party which, before 
the Merger, functioned in the 21 States under the name 
of "State Parja Mandals." In view of this information, 
the Deputy Chief Commissioner thought fit to limit the 
membership of the Electoral College to eight members 
M* |st Lug of two representatives of the Congress Party in 
eadE district Accordingly, on the 9rd/4th September 1948, 
he addressed the following letter to Dr. Y. S Parmar, who 
was described as the President of the "Himachal Pradesh 
Provincial Congress Committee": — 

"Will you please refer to the notification No. 
G. 97-11/48. dated the 1st September 1948, a 
copy of which has been forwarded to you. 

From the replies received from the Deputy Com- 
missioners of districts it appears that there is 
no other party in existence in any of the dis- 
tricts of Himachal, except tho Congress Party 
which is eligible for sending representatives 
to the Electoral College for selecting a candi- 
date for the seat in the Constituent Assembly. 
In view of this it seems best that two repre- 
sentatives of the Congress Party Should, be sent 
from each of the diet nets to form the Electoral 
College to elect Himachal Pradesh's represen- 
tative to the Constituent Assembly. Will you 
please arrange for this to be done? It is suggest- 
ed that the meeting of the Electoral College 
should take place in the third week of September 
on any date that you may care to suggest. ’ ’ 

The proposed modifications in the terms of the notifi- 
cation of the 1st of September were not ineorp 'rated in a 
fresh notification noi do they appear to have been other- 
wise published All that was done was that on the 6th 
of September 1948, the Deputy Chief Commissioner sent 
to iv e Deputy Commissioners of the four Districts copies 
of ie letter addressed by him to Dr. Y T . S Parmar on 
the 8rd/4th September 1948. 

The dute specified in the notification of the 1st of 
September 1948 for filing nominations to the Electoral 
College was the 15th of September, but no nominations 
had been received by that date It was, therefore, not 
possible to hold the election on the 25th September w hich 
had been fixed for tho purpose in the Notification. On 
the 22nd of September 1948, the Chief Commissioner 
issued a Notification extending the date for the Meeting 
of the Electoral College from the 25th of September to 
the 29th of September 

Simultaneously, on the same day, telegrams were soul 
to the Deputy Commissioners of the four Districts intimat- 
ing the ohange of date of the meeting of the Electors 1 
College to the 29th September and asking them to inform 
their District Congress Committees to expedite nomina- 
tions. Curiously enough, no date for filing the nomination 
uf the members of the Electoral College was mentioned 
in. this Notification or the telegrams to the Deputy Com 
mi as ionere , though the date originally fixed for this purpose 
(15th September) had long since expired This omis- 
sion appears to have been noticed three or four days 


later and on the 26th of September 1948 the Chief Com- 
missioner’s Office despatched telegrams to the Deputy 
Commissioners saying that the date for reoeiving nomina- 
tions had been extended to the 28tk of September 1948, 
that the President or Secretary of the District Congress 
Committee ho asked to give two names before that date 
to their Deputy Commissioners who were asked to com- 
municate those names by express telegrams immediately 
to the Chief Commissioner and pointing out that the meet- 
ing of the Electoral College was to he held on the 29fh of 
September. 

On the 27th of September, the Duputy Commissione' 
Chambu District, wired to the Chief Commissioner that 
the Chamba District Congress Committee had nominated 
Shri Avtai Chand Mehta and Shri Nihal Singh who would 
he reaching Simla on the 29th September. The next day 
n telegram was received by the Chief Commissioner pur- 
porting to have been by Shri Nihal Singh from 
Pathankote that his motor car had failed and he had un- 
avoidably missed the train and asking for postponement of 
the meeting. The Deputy Commissioner of Nahau wired 
on the 27th saying that Shri Rajendra Datt and Shri 
Hitendra Singh had been nominated by the Sirmoor Dis- 
trict Congress Committee. The Deputy Commissioner, 
Mandi, on the 28th wired that the Mandi Congress Presi- 
dent felt that the notice was too short for the electors to 
reach in time. 

As regards Mahasu District, Dr Parmar ns the Presi- 
dent of the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee 
wrote to the Deputv Chief Commissioner on the 2flth of 
September as follows: — 

"The various Praia Mandals or Congress Committees 
in the Simla Hills have not yet been integrated into one 
District Congress Committee ae such there is no District 
Congress Committee for Mahasu District. In order to 
give proper representation to Mahasu I have, as 
settled with you through Shri Antani, authorised the 
Secretary HPC.C. to file nomination of two Mahasu 
Members with the D.C. Mahasu. I hope we shall now be 
able to hold the election as desired by you on th 1 20tb 
September.’ 

This wgs followed by a letter dated the 27th of September 
by 'Shri Sant Ram, Secretary, Himachal Pradesh Provi- 
sional Provincial Congress Committee addressed to the 
Chief Commissioner, giving the names of Shri Padamdev 
and Shri L. D. Verma as the Congress members from 
Mahasu District on the Electoral College. 

On the 29th September, a meeting of the Electoral 
College was held in the Himachal Pradesh Secretariat, 
Simla At this mooting neither the Chief Commissioner, 
nor the Deputy Chief Commissioner was present. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Mr. Antani, Assistant Secretary 
t Hoi.) or the Himachal Pradesh Administration. There 
were onh four persons present, namely (1) Shri Rajendra 
Datt and (2) Shri Hitendra Singh, purporting to represent 
the Sinnoor Congress Committee and (3) Shri Padamdev 
and (4) Shri L. D. Verma, who had been nominated by 
the President of the Himaohel Pradesh Provisional Pro- 
vincial Congress Committee to represent Malasu Dis- 
trict, on the Electoral College. No representative of 
Mandi or Chnmba Districts attended. Dr. Y. S Parmar, 
though not a member of the Electoral College, was aho 
present but did not take part in the election. The afore- 
said four members unanimously elected Dr. Y. S 
Parmai as the representative of the Himaohal Pradesh 
or the Constituent Assembly. Mr. Antani reported the 
result uf the election to the Chief Commissioner who had 
■f oomirunicatad to the President of the Con. ti’uent 
Assembly As already stated, the election was notified 
in the G.ixctte of India of the 7th of October 1948 and on 
the 4th of November Shn Satyadev presented this petition. 

In the petition, the petitioner stated that he wis a rori 
dent of Bushahr State and President of the Bushahr State 
t ongrere Committee, which had been in existence for three 
yearn and that he was also a member of the ad hoo Provin- 
cial Congress Committee of Himachal Pradesh He aver- 
red that no publicity had been given to the Notification 
f\o. G-97-I1/48) issued by the Chief Commissioner on 
the 1st of September 1948 constituting the Electoral 
College and no political party in the province was iu formed 
of it though there existed 19 different Congress Committees 
in Maliasu District alone; that on the 3rd of September, 
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the Deputy, Chief Commissioner, withoufy lawful authority, 
superseded the Notification of the Chief Commissioner 
above-mentioned and Informed the Respondent jlfiat two 
representatives of the Congress Party should be sent 
Tom different Districts to form the Electoral Cinlege , that 
no pubhoity was given to this change in the mode cf 
constituting the Electoral College nor were 'the District 
Congress Committees which were Jo send, two rehresanta- 
thes to the new Electoral College, informed )f it; that* 
neither the Electoral College, as . contemplated in the 
Chief Commissioner’s Notification of the 1st of September 
nor in the Deputy Chief Commissioner’s letter of the 3rd 
of September came into existence at all; that, instead, 
the authoritv to Rcleet the representatives was illegally 
lo.’t to the Him achal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Con- 
gress Committee to act in any manner it thought fit; that 
men the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee did 
not meet to hold the election; that the Repondeit, who 
is Ijhe Piusident of that Committoe, did not Inform all 
its members, but manoeuvred the election fraudulently 
and in a manner which amounted to. dorrupt practices 
The petituner claimed that he as thte President of the 
1 jushahr Congress Committee had d right to nominate 
members to the Electoral College and to take part in the 
election and that when power was delegated to .the ad hoc 
Provisional Provincial Congress Committee, lie as a 
member thereof, was ad elector. For these reruns, he 
urged th.itr the election of the Respondent was vitiated 
by irregularities, fraud and corrupt practices ar.d ought 
to bo set aside and a fresh election ordered. 

In answer to the petition, the Respondent filed a 
wiitten statement in which he traversed the allegations 
in uhe pennon. He denied that the petitioner had locu's 
standi to present the petition and contended that the 
plaint did not disclose a causo of action. He further 
averred that the Deputy Chief Commissioner hid acted 
throughout under instruction of, and on authority 
delegated to him by, the Chief Commissioner- that the 
Electoral College was properly constituted; that the elec- 
tion was held by the Electoral College and not by the 
Himachal Piadesh Provincial Congress Committee ns 
alleged in the petition and was not vitiated by anv irre- 
gularities or fraud or corrupt practices and was valid An 
additional plea was raised that the Credentials Committee 
ht.d no pir.sr’iction to go into the question of the eovnposi 
tion or the constitution of the Electoral College which 
was a matter exclusively within the authority of the Chief 
Commissioner, 

After the petitioner’s Counsel and the Respondent had 
made lengthy statements, the Committee fra.uc 1 llio 
following ii-sues : — 

(D Whether the Petitioner has locus standi to pio^ent 
the petition; 

(IT) Whether the petition discloses a cause of action; 

(Till Whether the election of the Respondent ie in- 
valid. 

In support of their respective cases the paitles mainly 
relied upon documents, which were formally placed on 
the record. Id addition, the petitioner orally examined 
Aoharjo Joghl Kishore, M.C.A., General Secretary of the 
All India Ccngress Committee and, at the Resoondent s 
instance Mr. N.' C. Mehta, I.C.S., (Retd.) Chief Com- 
missioner, Mr. E. P. Moon, I.C S. (Retd.), Deputy Chief 
Copimissioner and Mr. Antani, Assistant Secretary (Pol.), 
Himachal Pradesh, were examined on commission at 
Simla. At the conclusion of the evidence learned Coun- 
sel for both parties addressed the Committee at length. 

Before. dealing with the issues aa framed, it is necessary 
to consider an objection raised on behalf of the Respondent 
iti regard to the jurisdiction of the Credentials Committee. 
In the additional ploas filed by him on the 26th of 
November 1948, it was stated that the Credentials Com- 
mittee had no jurisdiction to go into the question of the 
composition or constitution of the Electoral College, that 
matter being exclusively within the authority of the Chief 
Comm" ^sinner. In the lengthy statement mad J by the 
Respondent ""idly before framing the issues, ho did njt 
rely on this pica nor did he ask for a specific issue being 
framed cn it. At the conclusion of his arguments, how- 
ever, the learned counsel for the Respondent raised the 
point again, Though it was not covered by arc of the 


issues we allowed him to argue it and heard him at 
length. Tri oar opinion, the plea has been raised under a 
misapprehension. It is not objected by the petitioner — 
as, indeed, it could not be — that the Chief Commissioner 
had no power to make provision for the constitution of the 
Electoral ( ollegt. It is conceded on his behalf that under 
Ride 4(2), framed by the President of the Constituent 
Assembly on I he 2nd of August 1948, it was exclusively 
within the < hie f Commissioner’s discretion to fix ohe 
number of members of the Electoral College and jay down 
their qWhficanons and the manner in which ihov were 
io bd appointed, whether by election by a particular party 
or association of persons, or by nomination, ond if the 
latter, bv whom. The petitioner’s objection, however, is 
that no Electoral College actually came into existence In 
accordance with the rules laid down in the Chief Com- 
missioner’s Notification of the 1st September or the modi- 
fications made therein on the 8rd/4th September and that 
the meeting at which the Respondent wai elected was not a 
mooting of the Electoral College as so constituted. It is 
contended that even if such modifications had been made 
by the Deputy Chief Commissioner under the authority 
of ihe Chief Commissioner, the persons who took part 
m the meeting of the 29th September, at which the Res- 
pondent was clecied, were not properly appoints 1 “re- 
presentatives of the Congress Party in each District ’, as 
required by ihe modified rules above referred to an 1 had no ^ 
right to take part in and vote at the election, that the con- 
vening of tho meeting and proceedings thereat wc-vt vili ’ 1 
by inegulRrilies and that, therefore, the eljcli'.n 
void. Obviously, these are matters which the Credentials 
Committee is competent to examine and decide. It is 
well-settled that whilo an Eleotion Tribunal is not com- 
petent to go into objections challenging the validity or 
propriety cf the rules framed by appropriate authorin' foi 
the formation o' the Electoral College, it is the function 
of the Tribunal — indeed it is its duty — the ascertain that 
these rules had been duly observed, that the met ting of 
tho Electoral College had been properly convened, that it 
was attended by persons who were qualified under the 
rules to he its members and that there was no material 
irregularity in the conduct of the proceedings such as 
might vitiate the election. Ab the objections raised by the 
petitioner fall within this category, the Credentials Com- 
mittee, clearly, has jurisdiction to determine them We, 
therefore, see no force in the preliminary objection raised 
by the Respondent. 

We will now proceed to examine the grounds on which 
ihe petitioner seeks tomhallenge the Respondent’s election. 
The first contention raised on his behalf is that tho Deputy 
Chief Commissioner hod no power to make any modification 
in the rules for the composition of the Electoral College rs 
laid down in the Notification issued on the 1st of 
September by the Chief Commissioner, who alone had 
been , designated by the President of tho Constituent 
Assembly as the authority to make provision for the consti- 
tution of, the Electoral College. It is truo that thero is no 
or ter on the file passed by the C|iief Commissioner dele- 
gating any of his powers to the Deputy Chief Commis- 
sioner. But the Deputy Chief Commissioner’s letter! 
the 6th September, communicating to the Deputy Com- 
missioners of tho four districts, the modifications made on 
the 3rd/4th September, purports to have been issued "By 
Order”. Further, the Chief Commissioner, Mr. N. C. 
Mehta, in his statement before the Local Commissioner 
has said "I authorised the Deputy Chief Commissioner to 
take all necessary action” in regard to the eleotion. Eft 
the oircumstances, we do not find any substance in the 
petitioner’s contention and must reject It. 

The petitioner next urges that no Electoral College 
came into existence in accordance with the modified rulep, 
under which the College was to consist of “two representa- 
tives of the Congress Party in each District”. His con- 
tentions are: — . 

(i) that these changes were not properly notified to the 

Congress organisations in the Districts, parti- 
cularly in Mahasu, where there were no less than 
seventeen CongresB Committees functioning at 

that time; 

(ii) that the time fixed for selecting such representa- 
tives was too short to enable meetings to be 
held in the Districts for the purpose and for the 
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i epiesentutivcs so selected to go to Simla to utlond 
the meeting of the Electoral College on the 29th 
of September; 

(ni) that the persons who uctually attended the 
meeting were not properly selected “representa- 
tivea of tire Congress Party” in each District; 
and 

(iv) that the meet mg war, not presided oier b> :hc 
Chief Cormnissionei or the Deputy Chief Com 
missioner or by a duly appointed Returning 
Officer 

On these grounds it is urged that the Respondents 
e'ection was void 

As pointed out above, the date fixed in the Notification 
of the 1st Septembei for fling the nominations of repre 
bentatives of each district with the Deputy Commissioners 
was the loth September and that for holding Ihe meeting 
of the Electoral College at Hindu was the 25th September 
No changes m these dates were made by the Deputy Chief 
Commissioner on the 8rd/4th September or the order 
communicated bv him to the Deputy Commissioner of the 
Districts on the fth September The dates, originally 
fixed, therefore, stood. No nominations, however, were 
received by the 15th September from the Congress Party 
in any district On the 22nd September, a notifieatio i 
was issued changing the date of the meeting of she 
Electoral College from the 25th to the 29th September, 

it was not until the 26th September that the dafe for 
tiling nominations of representatives was fixed ns the 28th 
On that date, (i.e. the 2flth September) telegrams were 
sent to the Deputy Commissioners m the four districts 
saying that tho time for receiving nominations had been 
extended to the 28th and that the President or Secretary 
of tho District Congress Committee be asked to ghe to 
the Deputy Commissioner of the District concerned the 
names of two representatives beforo that date and that 
these names he communicated to tho Chief Commissioner 
by express telegram immediately after their receipt as 
the meeting of the Electoral College was to be he’d on 
the 29th September. 

Himachal Pradesh comprises extensive hilly country, 
scattered fiom Sirmoor on the borders of tho United 
Provinces to Cbamba which adjoins Jammu and Kashmir 
ternlorv and has veiv scanty means of communications 
Tho meeting of the Electoral Co’lege was to be held at 
Simla, which is about 500 miles from the headquarters 
of Chamba and Mandi Districts. In the interior of the 
districts, there are no modern means of communication 
Obviously, two days (26th to 28th) was too short a time 
for the selection of "representatives of the Congress 
Party” in these Districts and for these representatives 
to reach Simla on the 29th in time for the meeting of the 
Electoral College. Tho inevitable happened, The Deputy 
Commissioner of Mandi wired to the Chief Commissioner 
on the 28th September that the President of the 
District Congress Committee had expressed his inabilitv 
convene a meeting of the Committee nt such 
ort notice. In Chamba the District Congress Com- 
mittee appears to have held some sort of meeting and 
elected two representatives, who actually started from 
Chamba on the 28th, but thefr motor-car broke down on 
the way and they sent a telegram saying that it was not 
possible for them to reach Simla on the 29th and that the 
meeting he, postponed. The two representatives of the 
Sirmoor District Congress Oommitteo, however, attended 

With regard to Mahasu District, the position was 
peculiar. This District was formed by the Merger of 
seventeen States in the Simla Hills. Before the Merger, 
each State had a separate Praia Mandal, which auto- 
matically became the "State Congress Committee” on 
thd 15th of April, 1948 It was intended to integrate 
these State Congress Committees into a District Congress 
Committee, but this had not been done. It is common 
ground that theso seventeen State Congress Committees 
continued to function and no District Congress Committee 
ever came into existence. Some of these State Congress 
Committees had verv large membership. In Bushahr 
aldne there were as many as 7000 primary members. 
According to the instructions of the Chief Commissioner, 
thb "two representatives of the Congress Party” in each 


District were to be selected’ by the District Congress; Com- 
mittee. This, however, was not possible in Maluku in the 
absence of a duly constituted District Congress Committee, 
The petitioner contends that in these circumstances, ‘‘the 
Congress Party in the District” consisted of the seventeen 
State Congress Committees and they jointly should have 
elected the two representatives on the Electoral Co'lege. 
No meeting of these Committees or their representatives 
was held, or could be held, between tho 26th and Ihp 28fh 
of September Mahu.su District thus remained unpre- 
sonted on the Electoral Col’ege, which was not properly 
constituted. 

The two persons, who actually attended the meeting 
on the 29th as the "representatives” of Mahasu District 
uml voted at the election, had been nominated bv 
Dr. A 8 Parmar (Respondent) in his capacity as Presi- 
dent of the Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Con- 
gress Committee How this Committee came into 
\istence is explained by the Respondent in his statement 
before us and also in the evidence of Aoharya Jugal 
Kishore, Secretary of the A.T.C C. They have stated that 
when the Merger of different States either into States’ 
Unions oi m the Dominion of India began, the Working 
Committee of the A I.C C decided that wherever the 
Regional Councils of flic Prapi Mandela existed, they 
would automatically function provisionally as Provnlcial 
Congress Committees in the merged areas, until the latter 
were properly olected according to the Congress consti- 
tution In other areas, like the Himachal Pradesh, which 
had merged in tho Indian Dominion and where no 
Regional Council existed, the Working Committee would 
appoint Provisional Provincial Congress Committees con- 
sisting of nominated members. As there was no Regional 
Council in the Himachal Pradesh, a Provisional Provincial 
Congress Committee was appointed for the Province in 
May 1948. Tt originally consisted of 18 members, which 
pivmber was raised to 17 a few weeks later. Dr. Y. S. 
Parmar was appointed the President of this Committee. 
The case for the Respondent iB that the meeting of the 
Provisional Provincial Congress Committee was held on 
the 13th of September, 1948, at Sirmoor where a reso- 
lution was passod authorising him, as the President, 
‘‘to tako necessary steps with regard to the nomination 
of the representatives of the Congress Party in each 
district on the Electoral College” and that “if it became 
necossary to send in tho nominations, the President him- 
self would do that or ask the District Congress Commit- 
tees, wherever they existed, to do so.” The Respondent 
says that, acting under the authority of this resolution, 
he nominated 8hri Padam Dev and Shri L. D. Vej-nm 
as Congress representatives from Mahasu Distriot on the 
Electoral Collego. The Respondent has also placed on 
the record a copy of another resolution passed by the 
Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Congress Com- 
mittee in its meeting held on the 20th of January, 1949, 
confirming his action in nominating these two persons 
as representatives of Mahasu District on the Electoral 
College. The Respondent has further attempted to show 
that the procedure followed by him had the approval 
of the Congress High Command but Aoharya Jugal 
Kishore, Secretary of the A.I.C.C., who has been 
examined as a witness before us, has contradicted this. 
He has definitely stated that he, as the Secretary of the 
A. I C.C. did not give any authority to the Himachal 
Pradesh Provisional Provincial Congress Committee to 
nominate the representatives of Mahasu District 6n the 
Electoral College, nor was any direction issued by the 
A T C C. for betting up auy particular candidate on behalf 
of the Congress. Reference in this connection has been 
made by both parties to certain correspondence which 
passe 1 between Dr Parmar and the A.l C C . both before 
and after thp election, and also to certain letters between 
Aoharya Jugal Kishore and Babu Rajendra PraRad,. Ihe 
then President of the Congress. This correspondence is, 
in our opinion, not relevant to the points at issue before 
us All that we have to see is whether tho Electoral 
College was properlv constifuted in accordance with the 
rules laid down by the Chief Commissioner in the Noti- 
fication of Ehc 1st of September, as modified on the 
3rd /4th of September Any directions issued by 1 he 
A I C C to ihe Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provincial 
Congress Committee or the opinions expressed by ihe

Secretary or the President of the A.I.C C. on the internal 
affairs of the Congress in the Province or the conduct of 
the Respondent relating thereto can have no bearing on 
(he question whether the Electoral College was properly 
constituted. Under the rules, Mahasu District w aa to 
have “two representatives of the Congress Party in the 
District’’ on the Electoral College. These reprsentativos 
could not possibly be nominated by the Respondent who, 
admittedly does not belong to that District and is not even 
a member of any of the Seventeen Congress Committees 
which were functioning therein. The rules gave him no 
power, as the President of the Himachal Pradesh Provi- 
sional Provincial Congress Committee, to mfllie such 
nominations. The petitioner has urged that the meeting 
of the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee, stated 
to have been hold on the 13th September at Slrmoor, was 
not properly convened and that though he was one of its 
members, he had no notice of it. We do not think it 
necessary to investigate this matter, ns u ( . arc of opinion 
that the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee had 
no authority under the rules to eleot or nominate the 
representatives of the Mahasu District on the Electoral 
College or to invest its President with such authority. 
The resolution of the 20th January, 1946, confirming and 
intifying tiie action oi the President in nominating tin 
two members for Mahasu District is obviously of no effect 
This meeting was held more than three months after the 
election and more than two months after the present 
pchfeioii..had been presented Much er pouf facto ratifi- 
cation cannot rive nnv validiiv to the nominations if they 
were bad ab h Hlo. 

In this connection it is access. ir\ to ronsidei a i'urlliei 
contention mi&ed by the Respondent that it had been 
“settled’’ between him and the Deputy i\ i: missionor 
ibat the two representatives of Mahasu Distti-L on the 
Electoral College be nominated bv him in his capacity as 
President of the Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provin- 
cial Congress Committee and that it was m pursuance of 
this “settlement” that he had nominated the tvo persons 
aforesaid as such representatives. In support o+ this 
contention he rolie . upon a letter, written by him to the 
Deputy Chief Commissioner on the 20th oi fioptci. her 
194H, relevant extracts fiom wh’eh liau already b. on 
reproduced in c.rtenso in an cnrliei part of this Report. In 
that letter the Respondent iind said. "I ham, a sdllid 
with you th r crgh Mr Antoni, authorised the Secretary 
of (!• Ll.P C.C (o file nominations of Mahasu members 
with the Deputy Commissioner, Mahasu". Them is 
however, no evidence on the i cool'd that :in\ such 
"settlement” had, in tact, been arrived id. No older ot 
the Chief Commissioner or the Deputy Chief Comma, 
sioner to this effect has been produced. Neither Mi 
N. C. Mehta nor Mi. Moon, in thoir statements before the 
local Commissions! , made nny reference to it nor wa> 
any question in regard to it put to Mr Auteui when In 
was in the witness box The allegation l.ierefore, 
remains unproved. 

But assuming that any such ‘'settlement had in tact 
been arrived at, it was of no legal effect whiter or. The 
rules for the constitution of the Electoral College wore 
Contained in tire Chief Commissioner’s Notification of the 
1st of September, as modified on the Srd/4th September 
under which the College was to consist of "two represen- 
tatives of the Congress Party in each District’ Tf cir- 
cumstances had urisen which necessitated a further modi- 
fication in the rules a formal notifh ation embodying such 
modifications should have been issued and due publicity- 
given! to, 1 it in good time before the election The rules 
filreaj v made and published could not be modified in the 
eve of the election ii. this casual manner in the course of 
conversation between a subordinate of the Chief ^oniinis- 
B inner and one of the candidates or by messages v crbiiliy 
sent through the fotmer. It must, therefore, bo held 
that the so-called “settlement’’ has not beer proved 
and, in any ease it was wholly ineffectual and could not 
possibly deprive the “Congress Party" in Mahasu 
District of their legal right to’ select two reoresentuth es 
on the Electoral College 

After careful consideration we are of the opinion^ th it 
the two persons who attended the meeting of the Electo 
ral College as “representatives of the Congress Party in 
Mahasu District” were not properly appointed members 


of the College that they had no right to take part in the 
election of the Member for the Province on the Consti- 
tuent Assembly, and that their votes were improperly 
received 

Before concluding this part of the case we may also 
point out that at the meeting of the Electoral College 
held on the 29th September, neither the Chief ComnuV 
aioiior nor tlio Deputy Chief Commissioner was present, 
and the meeting was presided over by Mr. Antani, 
Assistant Secretary (Pol). The Chief Commissioner was 
the authority designated by the President of the Constitu- 
tuent Assembly in regard to the election of the Member 
from Himachal Pradesh in the Assembly. If foi any 
leaaon it was not possible for him to preanL’ at, the 
meeting of the Electoral College, he could have nominat- 
ed nny other person to do so There is, howeve ’ nothing 
or the record to show that this was done. Mi N C 
Mehta, when e: nmined as a witness before the Local 
Commissioner frankly admitted his ignore ice of all 
matters in connection with til's election and in reply to 
questions put to him said "that such questions may be 
referred to tho Deputy Chief Commissioner and tun Assis- 
tant Secretary who handled all this matte'”. The 
Deputy Chief Commissioner, Mr Moon, in his evidence, 
stated that he had “no personal knowledge of the proceed- 
ings of the Electoral College” and that he “oovrld not re- 
member who presided over the moating of the Electoral 
College held on the 29th of September’', From the Electi 
file in the Chief Commissioner’s Office It appears that tne 
Chief Commissioner inquired If his presence at the 
meeting was necessary. Mr Antani put up a note that 
"he had consulted Dr. Parrnar and he had advised that 
the presenoe of neither tho Chief Comm'ssioner nor that of 
the Deputy CJref Commissioner at the meeting was 
necessary”. Br.th these officers appended their initials 
to this note Neither of them, however, passed an order 
in writing appointing Mr. Antani as the Returning Officer 
or authorising him to preside at the meeting and conduct 
tire proceedings 

From what has been stated above it is clear that the 
Electoral College was not constituted in accordance with 
the Notification of the 1st September, as modified on the 
3rd /4th September, that there was not sufficient time 
given to “the Congress Party” in each District to select 
its representatives, 0 ) for the persons so selected to attend 
the meeting. At the meeting itself tho proceedings 
were not conducted by a duly authorised Returning 
Officer These arc very serious irregularities which, in 
our opinion, vitiate the election 

We liuve now to consider the question whether flic 
petitioner has locus standi to present this petition. Rule 
68 of the “Rules of Procedure of tho Constituent 
Assembly” for India lays down thot “an election petition 
against any returned candidate may be presented to the 
President by a ly candidate or elector on the ground of 
irregularity or corrupt practice”. The Respondent con - 
tends that he had been elected by the Electoral Colleg 
and as the Petitioner was not a member of the Collego 
and therefore not entitled to vote at the election by the 
College, hi was not an “ elector ”, Nor was he a 
"candidate" for fuel election; he had therefore no light 
to present this petition. The Petitioner concedes that 
he was not a “candidate' at the election but ho maintains 
that ho w r as an “elector”. 

In the Rules of Procedure of the Con-tituc it Assembly 
there is n definition of the word “candidate ’, but the 
word “elector” has not been defined . Counsel for the 
parties have refereed us to various Dictionaries and books 
on the Daw of Elections and to some decided oases. 
According to "Webster “elector” has a general r eaning 
and it has nlso various special meanings. The general and 
wider meaning is. "One who elects; one who has a right 
ot chon o’ . The special meanings are nnrrowci varying 
accor ling to the provisions of the Statutes or rules framed 
thereunder which regulate election to officers or legisla- 
tive and other bodies These special meaning, hovv- 
ever, must he restricted in their application to the parti- 
cular cases to which they relate and cannot be extended 
to others. Tti Gieat Britain, for instance, ‘elector” lum

been taken to mean a perron qualified to yoke ju the elec- 
tion of members of Parliament as laid down in the Parlia- 
mentary Elections (Act) 31-82, Viet. C. 125, See. 5, 
which provides tlmt an election petition may be presented 
by— 

(i) a uerron who voted or had a right to vote at the 
t lection to which the petition i elates; 

(li) route person claiming to have had a right to bo 
returned or elected at such election; or 
(tit) some person alleging himself to have been it 
candidate at such election 

This provision bus been adopted in the laws or leguiu- 
tions governing elections to other offices and bodies speci- 
fied therein and has been reproduced m many if the text 
books cited before us. 

In the United States of America “elector” has a special 
meaning as one of tho persons chosen by the vote of the 
people to the Electoral College, the function of which is 
to elect the President or the Vico President. 

We have been linked to interpret the word “elector 
m Rule 58 of the Rules of Procedure of the Constituent 
Assembly in accordance with these definitions, but as 
stated already tho word “elector'' is nut defined in these 
Rules, nor do they contain any specific provisions for 
decline by an Electoral College. Nor, again, did the 
Liief Commissioner’s Notification, under which the 
iMwmuer for Himachal Pradesh was to be eleoted by an 
Electoral College, constituted in the manner laid down 
therein, make any provision as to the stage when, and 
the persons by whom, the selection of the representatives 
>f a particular District could be questioned and its vali- 
dity determined, In America, where an election is held 
by an Electoral College, the rules contain elaborate pro- 
visions for framing the preliminary roll of electors, and 
finalising it after hearing objections and claims; the elec- 
tion by such electors of their representatives on the Elec- 
toral College; the hearing and determination of objec- 
tions to this election, and finally the election by the 
members of the College of the President or the Vice- 
President. Similar provisions exist m the Rules of Pro- 
cedure of other bodies, where an election is held in two 
stages. In such cases, there ia a properly constituted 
and well-defined College composed of members whose 
election has been tested and found valid before the College 
meets to hold the final election. A petition to challenge 
this last- mentioned election can only be made either by 
person who wasm candidate at such election or by an 
“elector”, which in the context, would obviously mean 
a member of tho college. 

In the present case, however, tho position is entirely 
different No separate rules for the constitution of the 
Electoral College and for teceiving objections to the 
.election or nomination of members thereof had been 
framed. There was only one Notification dealing with 
the nominations of the representatives of the Congress 
-m the Electoral College and for the election by the 
Electoral College of the Member of the Constituent 
Assembly. A period of tAo days only had been allowed 
for tho nomination of representatives to the Electoral 
College and tho meeting of tho College at which tho 
election was to be held. The persons who purpoited to 
represent Mahosu were in no sense “representatives of 
tho Congress Party in the District”, they woie the nomi- 
nees of the Respondent, This nomination had not 
been ipade known tu the members of the “Congress Party 
in the District” or otherwise published. The ■ arJiost 
and the only opportunity which the Petitioner had of 
challenging the nominations, therefore, was after the 
election by the so-called Electoral College had been held. 
The Petitioner presented the Petition very soon after the 
election was notified in the Gazette and has challenged 
both the nomination of members of the Electoral College 
as well as tho election by the College itself. 

In such a case, where there is no properly eleoted 
Electoral College the word “elector” must be construed 
in its general and wider sense as including the ultimate 
elector of a representative to the Electoral College. 
Otherwise, a group of pseudo-representativea may form 
an Electoral College and purport to hold an “election” 
of a Member to the Constituent Assembly and such 


election would nqt be open to challenge by anyone. It 
tho word “elector” is to be interpreted in the narrow 
ronse as moaning only the members of the so- cubed 
Electoral College, would have the result of leaving with- 
out a remedy Uie persons vitally interested in the election, 
namely, the members of tho “Congress Party hi the 
District” whoso represen tatives were to foim the Electoral 
College. The Petitioner as the President of the Bushahr 
Congrebs Committee and a member of the Congress 
Party m the District is vitally interested in the election of 
the Member for the Province in the Constituent Assembly. 
Hi has, in his Petition challenged tho election at both the 
stages. He is, tlmuhre, an “elector” in the election to 
which the Petition relates and lias clearly locus standi to 
present the Petit on. We according y di oide is.-vus No ;lj 
and (2) in his favour. 

The Learned Consul lor the Respondent has refened 
us to Rule 80 oi the Rules of Procedure, whioh enumerates 
tho coses in which the Credentials Committee can report 
that the election bo declaied void. He has urged that 
even if the Electoral College wus not properly constituted, 
this finding would not be sufficient to bring tho case with- 
in Rule 60. hi our opinion this contention is not round. 
In the pres oit case it has boon found that two of thu 
four persons who took part in the election wero not pro- 
pel ly appointed members of the Electoral College; they 
had no right to take part in the election and their votes 
wero improperly received. This is, therefore, a case of 
improper reception of votes at the eleotkm which has 
materially uffroted its result and, clearh , lulls within Rule 
60 . 

Tor the reasons stated above we ure of the opinion that 
the election of the Respondent as Member of tho Consti- 
tuent Assembly for Himachal Pradesh, held on the 29th 
September, 1948, is vitiated by serious irregularities amt 
cannot be upheld. We, therefore, recommend to the. 
President that the election be declared void. 

We also recommend that in the circumstances, the 
parties be left to bear their own costs. A sum of Rs. 
1000/ deposited by the petitioner as security under- rule 
54 of Ihe 'Ruled of Procedure, Constituent Assembly of 
India, may be refunded to him.

KNOI.mil IRAN hUATiON OF THE MINUTE OF DISSENT ATTENDED 
uy fc>Hm Ram Sauai to the Retort of the Credentials 
Committee in the election tetition of Suki Satyadev 
Bushauri versus Du. Y. S. Parmer. 


The Honourable President of the Constituent Assembly 
has referred this matter to the Credentials Committee and 
a ropoit in connection with it will be submitted to him - 
In this connection I do not agree with the view expressed 
by other members in regard to tho jurisdiction of the 
Credentials Committee. My conviction is all tlio more 
confirmed when I road Sections 53, 56 and 60 together 
with the letter No. 0A/8/Ser^48 sent on behalf of the 
Honourable President and the telegram dated September 
22, 1948 referred to in it and from them I draw the con- 
clusion that so far as the work of the preparation of 
electoral roils is concerned, the Credentials Committee 
cannot interfere in it 

In regard to the electors nominated by the Chief Com- 
missioner it is said that those belonging to Mahasu 
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District" Mve not boon Dominated prope.ly, In tact when 
the Deputy' Chief Commissioner, who ]-, acting m aceoul 
anee with the powers delegated to him bv the Chief 
( ouiimssioiior, came to know that there was no Dibhut 
Congress Committeo in Mahabu District, he asked the 
Piesideut of the P.C C to lend two naines horn Wahasu 
District to he nominated as electors. The President or 
tile I 1 C. C , wild is accidentally the respondent too, sen t 
two nkmes The other members raise two objections in 
this regard. 

(a) They do not accept it to bo a proved fa-*fc that 
the Deputy Chief Commissioner asked for two 
names . 

(b) They do not consider this a constitutional pro- 
cedure too. 

So far as the question of not acccpLing it as a proved 
fact is concerned, I do not agree with them because 
firstly the consul of the petitioner has accepted this in- 
cident as a real fact Ho has used the following words 

"On the other hand what happenod was that the Deputy 
Chief Commissioner and respondent came ft an anange- 
ment that the representatives of the Mahasu District be 
nominated by the Secretary of the Ad hoc Committee no , 
P.C c ” 

Together with those words he has referred to respon- 
dent’s letter dated 26th September 1948 to prove the 
truthfulness of this fact. When the petitioner has accept- 
ed this fact and in its support has referred to the letter of 
the respondent and the respondent too has accepted that 
totter in his statement on oath, that is to say when both 
the parties are in agreement in regard to the same fact, 
it would not be proper to consider it as disproved fact, ft 
is not necessary to produce further evidence in suppoit of 
a fact which is accepted by both the parties 

I also feel that since there was no Congress Committee 
in Mahasu District, the Deputy Chief Commissioner could 
have done nothing better than to ask the P. C C., which 
had sufficient representatives of Mah&su District, to send 
two liatneS and that he did. 

So far as the question of this procedure being constitu- 
tional is concerned, 1 feel, as I have said above, that it 
is beyond our jurisdiction. It has been said in tho letter 
sent on behalf of the Honourable Piesideut also (referred 
to above) that; 

"Chief Commissioner is the sole judge of the appiopnate- 
neiDH or otherwise of the eleotoial eodege". Tn the c roum- 
stances the Credentials Committee has no authorily to 
raise an objection in regard to an electoral college. 
Sections 53 and 60 fully support this point of view. 

We can say that the Chief Commissioner or the Deputy 
Chief Commissioner has committed some mistakes in 
adopting a particular procedure of eloction but in the 
absence of detailed rules for guidance, we cannot hh (hat 
he has acted unconstitutionally. Even if we consider his 
action as unconstitutional, it cannot come under the juris- 
diction of tho Credentials Committeo. 

If the definition of tho doctor is taken to he a 1 - fx'mdve 
as jt has been accepted by other members, it wdl become 
necessary to have the whole matter of electo a! college 
and electors investigated by the Credentials Comrrii kv 
Besides, in the provinces and Unions, where A- i ’di s 
are functioning, such a definition would mean h 1 ho 
whole matter of electoral colleges and electors sh eld be 
investigated by the Credentials CommiHee. Under the 
(resent rubs we should not give separate definitions if 
the elector for territories where Assemblies are functioning 
and Cor those where they are not functioning 

I submit to the Honourable President that in the light 
of t lie aforementioned lollor he may see whether it is 
acceptable that the jurisdiction of the Credentials Com- 
mittee is so extensive as to enable it l-o consider the vali- 
dity of the nomination of electors and tho formation of 
electoral colleges. Tf he is of the view that HG is ac- 
ceptable, my dissent should have no effect on the judg- 
ment of my friends. Otherwise the judgment will have 
to be different from what it is.

References to ihe “Principal 
District Officer'’ in the following paragraphs are therefore 
to be taken as references to the same officers as are men- 
tioned in para 2, 

R. The “Principal District Officer’’ will carefully scru- 
ti'd-^e the proposal and the certified copy of descriptive 
pi eulais with special reference to the admissibility of 
the terms of the proposal, and if it is found that the life 
of the propose” was on any previous occasion rejected on 
medical grounds, either by the Post Office Insurance Fund 
or by a private insurance company, or the proposer had 
even been found medically unfit for any particular type 
of duties, the medical opinion should, if possible, be

(g) Whether the proposer has been placed in medical

(h) Particulars of the officer maintaining the pro- 
poser’s pay accounts ; 

(i) Particulars of the officer who will accept debit for 

the premia recoverable from the insured as well 
as from the Defence Services Estimates. 

(2) Where there is no ordinary or base or field post office 
within the convenient reaffi of a pronoser belongin'* to Ihe 
Defence Services Estimates, he is allowed to pav the R r«st 
premium in cash into the imprest account of his ship or 
unit. In case the circumstances in which the proposer is 
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discharging his duties as a member of the Defence Ser- 
vices, are such that even this is not possible, lie is per- 
mitted to authorise the officer responsible for maintaining 
his pay accounts to recover the premium from his pay or 
from any other sums due to liim by Government. In 
cases of this nature the Postmaster General will inform 
the Deputy Accountant-General of the mode of recovery 
of the first premium, the letter of authority being also 
forwarded to him.
